When the LCD becomes dim, flickers, or does not 
illuminate, contact your dealer for replacement. 

• The brightness of the LCD monitor differs slightly 
depending on the viewing angles. Adjust the LCD 
monitor angle to obtain the best viewing. (The 
recommended viewing angle is 90 degrees to the 
monitor.)
